vils? Even within our four years of 
»ar we have learnt to what lengths j 
government dictation can go, and our 
iresent postal strike is an illuminat-! 
ng example of .‘he ineptitude of our 
lawmakers to sec *vith sufficient clear- I 
ness the justice of demands long over- 
iue. It may be that the tendency of 
war is to draw men into new and un- 
ried spheres of action and thought; 
.he danger is in not knowing whr.‘ to 
woid. In the excitement there is ^n 
Inclination to accept the shadow for 
the bone and only wise counsel and 
careful deliberation can be the safe¬ 
guard. But let that safeguard be ex¬ 
ercised. To defeat Germany the 
■xpense of inheriting her soul is 
worse than defeat for ourselves, and 
here is a danger if, in our eagerness 
or profit and aggrandisement, we do 
, lot keep in remembrance the fact that 
.ve are fighting for freedom and dem- 
icracy and not for power and aggran- 
r iisement over others.

Excess for Hail 


But Crops in South Greatly Improved 
By the Rain 


Acting on a report prepared by the 
board of railway commissioners, an 
order-in-council has been passed in 
creasing freight rates to an amount 
sufficient'to meet the increased oper¬ 
ating cost imposed on the railways by 
the new wage schedule. The increase 
will average 20 per cent. 

The freight rate increases are the 
direct outcome of the acceptance in 
Canada of the McAdoo award, which 
applies to both government railway!

THE PROPHECY OE FROST DID SOME 
THE ANTICHRIST. DAMAGE IN NORTH.

The New York Globe on July 13, 
1916, printed the remarkable * docu¬ 
ment below, which was published in 
the Paris Figaro and is a prophecy 
written in 1600 by a monk whose 
namt was Brother Johannes.

The veritable Antichrist will be a 
monarch of his time, a son of Luther, 
he will invoke God’s name, and pro¬ 
claim himself his enemy, this prince 
of His will tiike his oath on the Bible 
and will exploit himself as the urm 
of the Most High, sent to chastise thr 
corrupted people of fhe world. He will 
be one-armed, but his army, which 
will be as the sands of the seashore, 
will take for their device, “God with 
us.” For a long while he will carry 
out his policy, by ruse or by felony; 
his spies will cover the countries of 
the world, he will be master of the de¬ 
crees of the powerful. 

Be will have in his pay doctors an« 
professors, who will prove and eertif\ 
his celestial mission. War will gw 
him an opportunity to disclose him 
self. This will not be made against : 
French wing, but another well known 
and it will be so violent that in tw< 
weeks the conflict will become univer 
sal. It will draw in all Christian peo 
pie, Mussulmans, and even men fron 
distant lands. 

The armies will gather from th< 
four quarters of the world, for tht 
angels will open the souls of men, and 
in the third week they will realize 
that Antichrist has come and thaf 
slavery wil be the fate of the conquer¬ 
ed. He will be recognized by several 
traits. He will massacre, above all 
priests, monks, women, children, and 
old men. To none will he show mer¬ 
cy. Torch in hand, he will pass like a 
savage, invoking the name of Chrirt. 
and, while his words are those of a 
Christian, his acts will be the acts of 
Nero and his Roman persecutors.

* No more will priest and monk com" 
fess and absolve the combatants; foi 
the first time in the world’s history 
they will take their place in the com¬ 
bat with other citizens, and Pope 
Benedictus having pronounced his 
malediction upon Antichrist, his holi¬ 
ness will proclaim that those who fall 
in battle will rise as martyrs. 

The bell will resound throughout 
the world, giving courage to the sol¬ 
diers, and sounding the knell of Anti- 
chirrt’s accomplice.
